Before departing for Washing- 


ton to resume his duties in Con- 
gress, Governor-elect James M. 
Cox mailed letters to Senator TTil- 
liam Green, of Coshocton. presi- 
dent pro tern of the senate, and 
Representative Cyrus B. T\Tinters. 
of Erie county, dean of the lower 
house, requesting them to call a 
caucus of legislators-elect in Co- 
lumbus. Dec. 17. The Governor- 
elect will attend this conference. 


That legislators will co-operate 


with the governor-elect in his ef- 
forts to redeem all pre-election 
pledges was indicated by a state- 
ment by Representative YMnters 
that he would do as the head of 
the new administration desires. 
Other legislators are in the same 
frame of mind. 


"Notwithstanding reports to 


the contrary emanating from Co- 
lumbus, I have at no time indi- 
cated as much as an inclination to 
go against the wishes of the Gov- 
ernor-elect." said "Winters. ''If 
Mr Cox wants me to call a cau- 
cus this week, next week, or any 
other time, he has but to command 
and say when." Senator Green

It is the object of the leaders oJ 


the new administration to make 
every effort to have the perma- 
nent organization of the genera 
assembly effected, aud the stand- 
ing committees appointed before 
the session begins on January 1 
There will be ready a number oi 
biils for the lawmakers to rakt 
up and speedily enac-t, and the 
prospects for a short and business 
like session of the general assem- 
bly will be greatly enhanced if all 
preliminary work is done in ad- 
vance. 
Most of the popular dis- 


satisfaction with legislatures was 
caused because of the dilatory am: 
dawdling tactics of those bodies 
and the new administration wants 
to escape that criticism. As for 
the floor leadership, the governor- 
elect favors the plan in vogue in 
congress, where chairmen of com- 
mittees handle program measures. 
He also favors limiting debate by 
agreement upon important meas- 
ures, and the setting in advance of 
a date upon which a vote shall be 
taken, so as to minimize the vic- 
ious practice of dodging ticklish 
questions. These are reforms that 
should nor be overlooked by the 
rules committees of both houses. 


The Governor-elect has decided 


to endorse the selections of the 
progressive leaders of the state f< 
speaker and clerk of the house. 
These are Charles L. Swain, of 
Cincinnati, for speakership. and 
-John K. Cassidy. of Bellefontaine. 
for the clerkship of that body. 
The organization of the senate will 
be complete by giving second 
terms to Senator "William Green, 
for president pro tern, aud "Win. 
Y. Goshorn of Galion. for clerk, 
positions which, they filled satis- 
factorily in the last general as- 
sembly.

This Session Ther* Will B« Activo 
Campaigning Throughout th» States 
to Have It Adopted—H ok* Smith 
Not Afraid of a Surplus.

Washington, Dec. 4.—[Special.]—Six 


years for \Yoodrow Wilson Is possible 
if the presidential reformers can get 
through their proposed amendment to 
the constitution. 
They are working 


very Industriously in that direction, 
and it Is possible to get two-thirds in 
each house to vote for lengthening of 
the term to six years and making any 
man ineligible ever after to the office. 


Of course there will be the further 


difficulty of getting three-fourths of 
the states to ratify the amendment on 
account of the partisan polities which 
may be engendered. We must remem- 
ber that in making- such an extension 
as proposed it would lengthen the term 
of a Democratic president, and there 
may be enough Republican states op- 
posed to that action to prevent its ac- 
complishment. 


Two Active Democrats. 


There are two active Democrats In 


the house who are doing all they can 
to forward the six year term resolu- 
tion, and they are in a position to push 
It along if they have the votes. Bob 
Henry, chairman of the committee on 
rales, and Henry Clayton, chairman of 
the committee on judiciary, are both 
urging forward the six year term reso- 
lution. In addition Henry wants to 
change the date of inauguration. 


In case the resolution should pass at 


this session there will be an. active 
campaign made throughout the statss 
to have It adopted. The opposition to 
& third term for any man may have a 
great deal to do with the resolution, 
as there are many members Intensely 
interested in making it impossible for 
at least one man to get a third term. 


Hoke Smith's Policy.

Ringneck Pheasant. 


numbers of dead pheasants are annual- 
ly imported from Europe to he sold 
for several times the price they bring 
in European countries. The demanc 
for pheasants is increasing:. 


Ringneck pheasants have long been 


established in Oregon, "Washington 
and British Columbia, and are less 
common, in the wild state in Massachu- 
setts, New York, Indiana and Kansas. 


Efforts to acclimatize pheasants in 


the United States are of comparative- 
ly recent origin, though earlier than 
is popularly supposed. 


The few pheasant 
stomachs 
ex- 


amined indicate that these birds are 
very fond of grain. Oats and wheat 
composed about 34 per cent, of the food 
of 12 ringneck pheasants collected in 
Oregon and Washington and 82.5 per 
cent, of the stomach contents of two 
English pheasants from British Co- 
lumbia. But all of these birds were 
taken in September, October and De- 
cember; hence it is probable that all 
of this grain was waste. The next 
largest item of food in these stomachs 
was Insects, consisting entirely of lar- 
vae of March flies. One stomach con- 
tained no fewer than 360 of these lar- 
vae and another 432. The remainder 
of the food included acorns, pine seeds, 
browse, peas, rose hips, lupine, bur 


Muslin Is named from Mosul, a city 


on the banks of the Tigris; Cambric 
from Cambria, a town of 
France. 


Gauze is probably derived from Gaza 
in Syria, although some authorities 
hold to the Hindu "gazi," meaning thin 
cloth. 


Baize, -which Is commonly thought 


of as being of green hue, was named 
from its original color, a 
reddish 


brown. The word Is really the plural 
of "bay," and the color is that of the 
horse which Is known, as "bay." A 
form of the -word Is common In many 
tongues. 


Damask, quite obTlously; Is derived 


from Damascus. 


Silk and serge are both derived 


from the Latin. Seres, meaning the 
Chinese. These fabrics were first im- 
ported from that portion of Asia which 
Is now southern China. 


Velvet is from the Italian Telluto, 


meaning woolly, this from the Latin 
•vellus, a fleece. Vellum is a derivative 
of the same root—a pelt or hide. 


Bandanna Is from the Indian word 


meaning to "bind or tie," and has ref- 
ernce to the manner of tying knots in 
the fabric to prevent the dye 
from 


reaching every part thereof. In this 
way spots are left white and a rude 
pattern remains In the cloth. 


Alpaca comes from the animal of 


the same name in Peru. It is of the 
llama species and Its wool is used to 
manufacture the fabric employed In 


e making of summer garments. 
Calico got Its name from Calicut, a 


town In India, once celebrated for its 
cotton cloth.

CHEESECLOTH FOR TRUCK. 


Batter Thmn Glan a* a Shelter Fee 


Growing Vegetable*. 


The past summer, for the first time, I 


tried cheesecloth, shelters in our kitch- 
en garden, says a Country Gentleman 
writer. Xext summer I am going to 
have more vegetables under cheese- 
cloth, for it Is great stuSC. Some old 
boards -were lying round— half-inch 
lumber about eight inches wide. I cut 
them up Into pieces fifteen inches long. 
Four of these pieces nailed together 
made a square frame— a box with- 
out top or bottom. 
Over the toy I 


tacked a piece of cheesecloth. Tbe.ro 
was lumber for only twenty-four of 
them, and I put eight over some cu- 
cumber plants started in the house, 
eight over watermelons and eight over 
inuskmelons. Results were most defi- 
nite- 
"We had cucumbers from the 


sheltered -vines two weeks earlier than 
jjsnal and' watermelons as big as co- 
coanuts before plants that were set in 
the open had formed fruit. The white 
shelter has a forcing effect and yet 
permits hardy growth. Cloth has an 
advantage over glass in that It lets 
in moisture. It is also a protection ! 
against bugs. 


"When the vines tinder cloth outgrew 


the frames I removed them. Jnst then 
I -was nursing along a dozen eggplants. 
"With bngs, dry weather and other dis- 
advantages. it seemed as If they would 
not live. Twelve of the frames were 
clapped orer these plants, and in two 
days the effect could be seen in whole, 
healthy green leaves. 
Then some 


.brnssels sprouts came for transplant- j 
ing in July, when the sky was like 
brass. I put them right out as soon 
as received, with a cheesecloth frame 
over each, and they grew as If they'; 
had been transplanted in a week o 
rain. 


Cheesecloth is cheap. If yon bny a 


bolt of It, about seventy-five yards, it 
costs about 2H cents a yard. The 
coarse, -unbleached variety a yard wide 
Is what you want. 


CLOVER FOR THE SOIL 


It Will Make Poor Land Richer and 


Can Be Grown Easily. 


The trouble frith soils -when they 


cease to produce as they did when new 
Is not that the elements of plant food 
are actually exhausted from the son, 
but the necessary forces for the libera- 
tion are exhausted. 
One of these 


forces Is bacteria. It is estimated 
that in the common soil there are 150 
million bacteria to the ounce. These 
bacteria must have humus (decayed 
vegetable matter) for their food; then 
they trill liberate food for the growth 
of plants. 


The supply of hnmus, the supply of 


nitrogen, the physical condition of the 
soil, the penetration, aeration and 
porosity of the subsoil, can be estab- 
lished by the growth of sweet clover 
at a cheapness that is startling. Xor 
is it a hard plant to grow. It is one 
of the hardiest of the leguminous 
plants. It seems to establish itself 
on old, womout soils where other 
legumes will not grow at all and where 
field crops grow so poorly as not to 
pay. 
Owing to these characteristics 


and to the fact that its bacteria are 
capable of living and prospering on 
the roots of alfalfa, it is perhaps the 
best possible plant with which to pre- 
cede alfalfa in sections where there 
is difficulty in securing a successful 
growth of that plant.— Kansas Indus- 
trialist
